Dear Fruenp—I[ notice by the morning 
telegrams in the papers that the epizootic bas 
reached your city and your stable. The dis 
ease first broke out in Toronto, Ontario, and 
here next. I have had all of my borses down 
With itexcept my wife's little mare, and s 
far she has not had it. it is not a dangerous 
disease, is sirictly confined to the head 
and throat, immediately under the throat- 

latch. It isgood, careful nu more than 
anything else that is needed. My remedy 
(from my experience with my own horses) is 
we follows: 

.. Keep the horses comfortably blanketed 
and quit working them. I used a powder 
twice a day, com of potash and tartar- 
ized antimony (three ounces.) made inw 
twenty-four powders. Keep the nostrils 
Sp: out with a solution of and 
camphor and a litle ammonia. Give soft 
feed, such as mashes and cut feed. Do not 
give them any hay except such as is cut, nor 
any dry oats. In the first stages, if severe. 
give for the first two days two smal! doses ot 
wconite, one in the morning and one in th 
evening. They are good to prevent any fever 
or disense the lungs. 

Vat of every borse in this place having it 

only one has died, and that from starvauon 
and hard work, being turned out 0a the eom- 
mon to ajarve and freeze at nigit. 

The disease lasis about two weeks and gen- 
“erally tue worst of it is over in ten days.

But when Mr. Gardner, one of 
the propricto:s, who was absent at the time 
f our admission, returned, we were request- 
d to leave, the reason assigned for it being,

fumily boarders would leave.” We exposiu 
inted, and weked what acte we had committed 
hat we should have this insult pu 
upon us, and the reply was, “that w 
p biisbed a paper,and made specches in 
vhigh free love was advocated; and the peo 
inally said that we should stand upon our 
izhis as citizens, and unless some misde- 
neanor could be proved upon us, we should 
aot leave the bote!l until we got a suitabk 
ace to go to, and not then because of th 
jesire to expel us. One night, however, on 
reiiring. from the office, we found that ou: 
‘oom had been entered, our baggage taken 
therefrom, and the door guarded by a persor 
tu prevent our adgiission. Sick and weary with 
sontinual stiife, we vainly sought for other 
lodgings, No hotel would receive us, and, 
finally, at one o'clock at nigbt, we were 
/bliged to return to our office in Broad street 
and sleep as best we could upon the floor, the 
resultof which was sickness to ourselves ano 
child. And there we were obliged to remain 
ior weeks, until a relative obtained a house, 
oto which we removed. How vividly were 
called to mind the words of Hood, in hir 
“Bridge of Bixhs:”
